DIVORCE OR ANNULMENT. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH IMU 
Sir,—Has ‘‘Sacerdos”’ forgotten the 
divorce of Louis. VII. of France and Eleanora 
of Aquitaine’? “The divorce was finally pro- 
nounced by a Council of the Church at 
Baugenci, March 18th, 1152, where the 
marriage was not dissolved on account of the 
Queen’s adultery, as is commonly asserted, 
but declared invalid on the grounds of con- 
rye resound says Miss Strickland’s ‘‘ Queens 
of England.” On the next page she says — 
‘The Duchess of Aquitaine and the Duke 
vf Normandy (afterwards Henry 1. of 
England) were married at Bordeaux on May- 
day, with all the pomp that the luxurious 
taste of Eleanors, aided by Provengal wealth 
could effect. If Henry and Eleanora could 
have been married a few months earlier, it 
would have been better for the reputation of 
the bride, since all chroniclers are very 
ositive in fixing the birth of her eldest son, 
Villiam, on\the 17th of August, 1152, little 
more than four months after their union on 
the first of May. The birth of this boy 
accounts for the haste with which Eleanora 
was divorced. Had King’ Louis detained his 
unfaithial wife, a dispute might have arisen 
respecting the succession to the Crown of 
France. Her child was born in Normandy, 
whither Henry conveyed Eleanora directly 
after their marriage, leaving the garrisons of 
Aquitaine commanded by Norman officers 
faithful. to his interest; a step which was 
the commencefnent of his unpopularity in his 
wife's dominions.” | 

From that marriage came seven hundred 
years of turmoil for Ireland. In Professor 
Stokes’s ‘“‘Ireland and the Anglo-Norman 
Church,’’ we have a vivid picture of Henry 
Il.’s_ six months’ stay in Ireland—having 
determined to crush his kinsman, Strongbow, 
before he became too strong—of his receiving 
the homage of the Irish kings and princes, 
and of how royally he entertained them. 
‘Henry II, is caloeeatad as the founder of 
the English legal system. Henry in- 
troduced precisely the same system into 
Ireland.” He intended to return poon and 
finish his work, ‘but domestic) treason, 
family discords and strife, the opposi- 
fion of wife and children, effectually pre- 
vented the completion of his intentions. . . .

SECONDARY TEACHERS AND 


PENSIONS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMFS. 

Sir,—At a recent meeting of the secondary 
teachers of the twenty-six counties, among 
other relevant and home facts, it was stated 
that the labourer is worthy of his hire, and 
that the sin of depriving him of his wage 
cries to heaven for vengeance. These remarks 
had reference to the prolonged refusa] of the 
education authorities to grant the secondary 
teachers their just and répeated demands for 
a generous scale of pensions.

Anybody with even a 
passing acquaintanceship with the teaching 
profession will readily grant. this, and none 
more readily than several members, Minis- 
terial and otherwise, of our present, adminis- 
tration who have graduated from the class 
room (and I am sure that they cherish no 
regrets) to the posts of high officialdom, From 
the secondary school class room have gone 
forth our legislators, seasoned, wise and 
learned, as also has gone forth the mass of 
enlightened and educated opinion in Ireland 
for the past fifty years. There is no disputing 
the fact that to the secondary schools of 
Ireland, more than to any other factor, we 
owe whatever claim we have to be called a 
distinct and progressive nation to-day. And 
yet, the ill-paid, unknown, unobtrustiye and 
forgotten secondary teacher remains, his posi- 
tion little bettered, as he did fifty years ago, 
True he has had his claim to a stabilised scale 
of salaries granted, however unsatisfactory 
the remuneration be, but to the eternal dis- 
grace of our education authorities, he is still 
withont the natural and just right to promise 
himself a superannuation allowance in his old 
age. In this matter he is thrawn to the 
wolves of dire distress and mental anguish. 

For this obvious reason he is neither a 
happy man nor ‘a contented public servant. 
His mental distress is such that, in the natural 
course of events, he cannot give the best that 
is in him. He is continually struggling 
against long odds, cultivating the virtue of 
self-denial as a sublime panacea for wrongs 
he must silently suffer. But he has decided 
to be a saint in disguise no longer. He is 


| does not even matter if world trade is prosper- 


going to let the world hear of his wrongs. 
And that in no uncertain language. 

What a wretched position for one of the 
most efficient, patriotic and hard-worked 
yublic servant in the State! For fifty years 
“ has been hard-worked, ill-paid and entirely 
forgotten.

Kither way the money 
resources of Ireland must be made to earn

TH. HANDLING OF HERDS. 

The practical, handling of our herds leaves 
much to be desired.

which generally exists, while, from an 
economic point of view, the cows'mast be fed 
and cared with system upon proper rations 
arefully drawn up in accordance with the 
daily yield of milk and weight of animal.

We must remember that no relation what- 
ever exists between the cost of production 
and the sum afterwards realised for the milk 
sold.

| A FALLACY. 

A correct system of economic rationing will 
call for an increased consumption of food. 
We cannot atiord to raise our cost of produc- 
tion by growing food which can be purchased 
cheaper elsewhere. This is false economy. 
lf corn and cake can be ptocured from other 
and cheaper sources than can be produced at 
home, let us make full use of this oppor- 
tunity of procuring such foods and at the 
same time secure the manurial value which 
they contain, and which must raise the 
standard of our own vegetation. We thereby 
greater fertility and not at our own 
expense. 

lt has been suggested that if we, do not 
crow corn, or root crops, there at once arises 
the danger of further unemployment. This 
s a distinct fallacy.

to another. If we treat our pastures 
correctly. we must eliminate the weeds which 
otherwise consume the nutritive matter which 
should be held at the disposal of our grasses. 
| INTENSIVE FARMING. 

Intensive methods of tarming call fer 
greater force and labour than the more exten- 
sive “systems which prevail. Before we sug- 
gest what may lead in truth to serious 
though concealed over-taxation of a poor 
nation by the introduction of unnecessary 
tariffs, let us first endeavour to solve our 
difficulties by a greater and more economic 
improvement of our present faulty system of 
farming—an improvement which would lead 
to higher efficiency of quality and yield at a 
lower cost of production, but at an enhanced 
profit which we both desire and require 
throughout our State.

If we ure willing, said Mr. Beamish in con- 
clusion, to breed and retain cows which are 
but inferior milkers; if we permit uncleanly 
handling from udder to dairy, and if we over- 
wash and over-work a“ delicate product such 
is butter, whereby we sacrifice both flavour, 
texture and keeping-quality; and, finally, if 
we sell our store-stock at unremunerative 
prices, owing either to the want of proper 
breeding condition or suitable methods of 
marketing, our future agricultural progress in 
Ireland must stand at a discount. | 

On the other hand, if we can induce our 
young farmers to claim a reasonable and con- 
tinuous form of education, and if we can all 
stand together with the intention of embrac- 
ing the best and imost economic methods for 
presenting our sound goods to our markets 
abroad, we shall soon recognise the fact that 
our future prosperity is assured, from an agri- 
cultural point of view. |

this year’s crop is well under average in most 
arts of the country. Ovgr the whole of 
ingland and Wales the yield per acre is only 
5} tons, or three-fifths of a ton below the ten 
years average and one ton less than in 1925. 

Yields per acre of mangolds are well above 
average, and best in the. eastern half of the 
country Both the eastern and north-eastern 
counties had crops more than 24 tons per 
acre above average, with even better crops in 
the most northly counties from Northumber- 
land to Yorkshire. 

In virtually all parts of the country yields 
per acre of turnips and swedes are ‘well above 
average, the only exceptions being Devon and 
Cornwall and a few counties in Wales and the 
extreme north-west of England. The northern 
counties on the eastern side of the country 
have exceptionally heavy crops. 

Estimates which have been obtained of the 
yields of sugar-beet suggest that the yield 
per acre is heavier than last year and will 
average between eight and nine tons of 
washed and topped roots. Last year a cro 
of almost eight tons per acre was obtained. 
The total production of sugar-beet this year 
is likely to be rather over 1,000,000 ‘tons, 
against 428,000 tons last year, the area havin 
been increased from 54,750 acres to 125,800 
acres. About four-fifths of the total crop is 


grown in the eastern and north-eastern 
counties.

In between these works was the Fifth Sym- 
phony, best beloved of Beethoven's 
symphonies; and the light frolicsome ‘‘ Shep- 
herd’s Hey,” arranged by Grainger. 

Here was fare at which the most captious 
could not ecavil; and the tense manner in 
which the large audience followed the music, 


once an indication of their knowledge and 
appreciation, and a tribute to the spell 
ee by the conductor and his band. 
Sir Thomas Beecham ‘is himself ja fascinating 
study. Like all great bodies, he moves 
slowly: so, at least, hia entrance to the 
platform and his stately tread to the rostrum 
would suggest. Tt is all done, cue might 
say, so Ph that one feels inclined 
to chuckle, but immediately he thiows wide 
those arms—magnetic pistons one might call 
them—there are revealed the real character 
and driving power of the great musician. 
It would almost appear that he imposes 
himself by physical ec on the wills, of the 
players so. expressively eloquent are his 
gestures. So far as one could judge, he 
never needed the score at all, so intimately 
did he know his subject and what exactly 
he required to have done. i 

In the '' Tannhauser '' Overture and Venus- 
berg music, he. reflected vividly the) spirit 
of the work, with its tale of the eternal 
struggle between sensual and spiritual loves. 
There was a wonderful reverential sage 
and pious yearning in the chant of the pil- 
grims’ chorus, passing away into a soft 
easy content, upon which crept in the strains 
of the voluptuous Venusberg music. One 
lost sight of the details of the treatment 
ia the ensembie produced. Almost as if 
they were being enacted, there were |repro- 
duced the scenes in the Grotto of Venus, 
with its riotous dances and wild orgies. 
It was tone-painting on a scale seldom before 
heard, and at its chose the audience burst 
into a great storm of applause and recailed 
the conductor repeatedly. 

The Bethoven nim al No, 5 was a 
delightful contrast to the forceful realism 
that had gone before, but here also were 
force and grandeur.

Dr. R. W. Livingstone, Vice-Chancellor of 
Queen’s University, Belfast, in his report to 
the ahnual meeting of the Senate, discus 
the University’s progress and its immediate 
needs. He stated that the report of the 
Workers’ Education Association shows 4 
steady increase in membership from less than 
25 in 1920-21 to 160 in 26, while there 
are 464 names on the lecture attendance rolis, 
144 more than last year.

PLAN TO DRIVE OUT 
FOREIGNERS.

SHANGHAI, Sunday. 

The threatened general strike and boy- 
cott of al] the concessions in Hankow— 
of which there are now three, British, 
French, and Japanese—is causing much 
uneasiness here. The Japanese Consulate 
is shipping rice, and other arrangements 
are being made to provision the conices- 
sions. 

A most serious factor in the situation 
is the announced intention. of the 
Cantonese. to drive out. all Chinese 
employés from th~ Customs, with the view 
to paralysing the service, which the 
Cantonese will then seize. 

This is in accordance with the policy 
recently announced ‘by Chang Kai Shek, 
the Cantonese commander, to seize the 
Customs, the salt. gabelle, and the posts ; 
to tear up the treaties, and to dive out 
foreigners. 3 

The Cantonese now control four treaty 
ports in Central China—Changsha, Yo- 
chow, Hankow, and Kiukiang—and 
doubtless the assault on the Hankow 
Customs, if successful, would be repeated 
elsewhere. 

This brings the Cantonese into direct 
conflict with the Treaty Powers. If the 
Powers do not resist this attack, the Cus- 
toms service will be ended, and the last 
support. of China’s credit abroad will be 
destroyed. 

The effect on foreign trade is a smal] 
thing compared with ‘the damage that will 
be done to China’s own commerce.

SPEED OF FORTY KNOTS.

It is announced that Italy contemplates 
the construction of two new liners—the 
Rex and. the Dux—for Transatlantic 
voyages. It is claimed that they will 
have a speed of forty knots.

ABOUT KING’S HEALTH. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 

BUCHAREST, Sunday. 

The politicians have. decided, it is re- 
ported to-day, to make Queen. Murie sole 
Regent of Rumania instead of the former 
Regency of three, as they fear that the 
Army might support the ex-Crown Prince 
Carol if he returns in the event of the 
King of Rumania dying. 

The King again spent a bad night, and 
political leaders were expecting to be sum- 
moned to the bedside. 

Prince Carol’s name is not mentioned 
in any of the newspapers, as it is evidently 
feared that any open reference might 
ignite the powder magazine, and the 
Government is dismissing all officers in 
the Army who are known to be supporters 
of the ex-Prince. 

Doctor Roget, the distinguished French 
radio X-ray. expert, has arrived here to 
make a, final examination and to come to 
a conclusion as to the condition of King 
Ferdinand. His report will decide for 
the surgeons what action to take. 


SEMI-OFFICIALLY DENIED.

The following semi-official statement is 
issued here:—The alarming statements 
which have appeared regarding the health 
of the King are false, and have been made 
with ulterior motives. The health of His 
Majesty is satisfactory and improves daily. 


TO SEE THE QUEEN? 
PARIS, Sunday. 

Mystery continues to surround the con- 
dition of the King of Rumania, with which 
are linked the question of the succession 
to the Throne and the intentions of the 
ex-Crown Prince Carol. While telegrams 
via Berlin assert that the King’s hours are 
numbered, the Rumanian Minister 
Paris informs the Temps that the latest 
despatch from Bucharest announces that 
the King is better. 

Meanwhile Prince Carol remains in 
Paris, where he occupies a villa at 
Neuilly. It has been reported that he 
will meet his mother on her arrival from 
América on Tuesday. 

According to one correspondent, the 
Rumanian Government is in possession 
of information to the effect that Prince 


Carol intends to return to Rumania .at 
any cost, and then issue a proclamation |

Conversations on German disarmament 
have been actively continuous between the 
British, French, Italian, Belgian’ and 
German Governments, and at next week's 


meeting of the Council of the League of 


Nations in Geneva the respective Foreign 


with a view to reaching a final settlement, 
says The Times. The Geneva discussions 
will be a continuation of the discussion 
which took place at Locarno between Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, M. Briand, M. 
Vandervelde and the Herr Luther—at that 
time ,Imperial Chancellor—and Herr 
Stresemann. The initiative in the recent 
conversations has come from the British 
side. i 

A memorandum prepared by British 
military experts and containing the 
“‘minimum programme ” with which Ger- 
many should .be asked to comply if she 
desires to see the Allied Military Commis- 
sion of Control withdrawn from Berlin 
and replaced by a Supervisory Committee 


of the League of Nations was drawn up, 


and was communicated by Sir ‘Austen 
Chamberlain about. the middle of this 
month to Paris; Rome and Brussels.. The 
points of the. “minimum - programme” 
were :—(1) Subordination of the Com- 
mander-in-Chie” of the Reichaweht ta the 
authority of the Minister for Defence. 
(2) Regularisation of the question of. re- 
cruiting and of the military associations. 
(3) Control of the export ‘of arms and 
(4). Destruction, of new fortifi- 
cations on the eastern border of. Germany. 

In regard to the points 1 and 2 the 
view taken by the “British military 
authorities is that Germany has already 
done mtich towatds a satisfactory settle- 
ment, and that the. growing national 
support for the policy of Herr Stresemann 
will do the rest. The third point is con- 
sidered the most important, and is really 
the touchstone of German willingness to 
apply the spirit of the Treaties of Locarno. 
The fourth point raises the question ‘of 
the exact interpretation. of the relevant 
clause of the Treaty of Versailles. - The 
view taken in London is that it would be 
best. left for: the opinion of the Per- 
manent Court of International Justice at 
The Hague.

SHOT FIRED.AT MEETING OF 
SOCTALISTS. 
BERLIN, Sunday. 

While Herr Loebe, President of the Reich- 
stag, was addressing a Socialist-Labour de- 
monstration in one of the squares here to- 
day, a shot was fired by a Fascist from a 
passing tramcar. The bullet grazed the head 
of one of the: members. of the Republican 
organisation. * i : 

An indignant crowd prevented the tram 
from proceeding, and pulled out of it a dozen 
Fascists in uniform, who were roughly 
handled until uniformed members of the Re- 
publican organisation interfered. “They pro- 
tected the Fascists, who were taken into cus- 
tody by the regular police. 

Two revolvers, 3 long dagger, a number of 
stone slings, and a large -quantity.of am- 
munition were found in possession of the 
Fascists.—(Reuter.)

Mr. Browning was born in 1855 at Ogden, 
Utah. He was the son of a gunsmith, and 
made his first gun at the age of thirteen from 
scraps of iron found in his father’s workshop. 
He patented a breech-loading rifle in 1879, a 
repeating rifle in 1884, a box magazine rifle in

more inventions or improvements. His rifles 
and pistols were adopted by several European 
Governments.

WHITE, STAR LINE TO 
CONTINUE. 


The’ following official statement was 
issued on Saturday :— 

The Royal: Mail Steam Packet Company. ' 
announces that arrangements have been 
contluded. to acquire the whole of the 
share capital of the Oceanic Steam Naviga- 
tion Company, Limited (White Star Line), 
as from January 1, 1927. 

The International Mercantile Marine 
Company. have: confirmed the announce- 
ment made by the Royal Mail Steam 
Packet Company as to the sale of the 
shares of the Oceanic Steam Navigation _ 
Company, Limited. - mga . 

The transfer of the shares in no way 
affects the continuity of the White Star 
Line, its organisation, and its agency - 
arrangements. ~ ~ 

The fleet of vessels, which are distin- 
guished by their yellow funnels, will be a 
big addition to the 47 ships now controlled 
by the Royal Mail Steam Packet Company, 
a. British. undertaking, with an authorised 
capital of £25,000,000. It is one of the 
great group of shipping companies of 
which Lord Kylsant is the head. The 
group includes the Union-Castle Line, the 
Pacific Steam Navigation Co. “Nelson 
Lines, and Elder-Dempster and Co. -“ - 

The new acquisition means a very 1m- 
portant addition to the fleets thus con: 
trolled. The White Star.Line’s principal 
vessels range from the Zealandic, of 8,090 
tons, to the Majestic, of 56,551 tons; Other 
vessels ‘include: Olympic, 46,4359 ‘tons; 
Homeric, 34,351 tons; . Adriatic, 24,541 ' 
tons; Baltic, 23,884 tons; Cedric, 21,227 
tons ; Celtic, 21,179 tons; Ceramic, 18,495 
tons; Arabic, 16,786 tons; and Doric, 
16,484 tons, 


ÚDRD KYLSANT’S AMBITION. -. 


The. present negotiations with Lord 
Kylsant were opened a few weeks after - 
the breakdown of the sale to the Furness- 
Withy group. Mr. Franklin, the Presi- 
‘dent of the International Mercantile 
Marine,. arrived in London immediately 
after the breakdown to meet Lord 
Kylsant to discuss terms. ith him. Part 
of the purchase price will be patd imme- 
diately in cash, and the*remainder in 
instalments over a nimber of years, The 
deal sets the seal on Lord Kylsant’s 
ambition to givé Britain the undisputed 
| mastery of mercantile shipping. 


A LONG STRUGGLE, 


The struggle for the possession of the 
White Star Line goes back to 1902, when, 
with the Leyland Line, the Dominion 
Line, and séveral other smaller lines, it - 
was incorporated with. the International 
Mercantile Marine Company of America. 
A clause was inserted in the deed of sale 
as a result of strong public criticism that 
the ships should continue to fly. the 
Britis* flag. They were prohibited from 
being transferred to 4 foreign flag without 
the consent of the Board of Tradé. Lord 
Kylsant; whose ambition had always been 


ownership, made an offer to the directors 
of the International . Mercantile. Marine 
Company at.the end of the war. He 
offered £27,000,000 for the eighty-five 
British-flag ships, which- had a gross 
tonnage of 750,000. 


. PRESIDENT WILSON INTERVENES., 


The American company agreed to sell, 
and the ships were on the eve of being 
handed over when President Wilson asked 
for a postponement, so that the United 
States Shipping Board might consider it. 
Soon after the Shipping Board offered the 
same price as the English syndicate, and 
it was’ accepted. teow 

Before the ships could be handed over, 
however, the British Government stepped 
in and forbade the sale. Two months 
later the United States Shipping Board, 
acting on the itistructions of theit Govern- 
ment, repudiated the. contract. 

Later negotiations were again opened, 
dnd again broke. down.. . Recently. Lord 
Kylsant saw a favourable opportunity, . 
and informed Mr. Franklin, President of 
the International Mercantile Marine, that 
his company ‘would be prepared to consider 
the purchase of the White Star fleet: Mr. . 
Frankli. came to. London, and this time

THE LEYLAND LINE.

Royal Mail Company there is a report 
here that the International Mercantile 
Marine Company may soon negotiate with 
other British interests for the sale of the 
Leyland Line, also for the Atlantic Trans- 
port Line. i 

The Leyland Line comprises thirty-two 
ships of 215,945 tons gross, flying the 
British flag, and was formerly purchased 
from Sir John Ellerman by the late Mr. 
J. P. Morgan when he planned the Ship- 
ping Combine under the.American..flag. 
Sir John Ellerman is- peported to be- 
interested in the re-purchase of the fleet. 

THE INSTALMENTS. 

By the disposal of the ships on ‘the 
British Registry the International Marine 
Company will be.in a position to bid for 
the vessels of the Shipping Board which 
the Government is now trying to sell or 
charter outright. The purchase price, 
although not officially stated, is understood 
to approximate $35,000,000 (£7,000,000), 
payable in the following instalments :— 
%10,000,000 (£2,000,000) next February, 
$6,250,000 (£1,250,000), in February, 1928, 
a similar sum in February, 1929, and the 
balance of $12,500,000 (£2,500,000) within 
ten years. It is supposed that the Royal 
Mail assumes-~$5,345470 (£1.069,134) of 
Oceanic Steam Navigation 44 per cent. 
Debentures outstanding. 

ORIGIN OF WHITE STAR LINE. 

It is appropriate that the associa- 
tion between the White Star Line 
and Harland and Wolff should be 
preserved, the Shipping Correspondent 
of The Times, writing in _ regard 
to the deal, says:—The White Star Line 
had its origin in the rush to the gold 
diggings of Australia nearly 75 years ago. 
The fleet then consisted of the old type of 
sailing clippers, but when the late Mr. 
Thomas Henry Ismay took over the Line 
in 1867 iron sailing ships were introduced. 
Two years later the Oceanic Steam Naviga-_ 


tion Company was formed in conjunction 


“with Mr. G. Hamilton Fletcher and Mr. 
William Imrie, and the title of the firm 
became Ismay Imrie and Co. 

The new firm decided to enter the trans- 
Atlantic trade, and this policy led to the 


~ placing of an order for a new fleet with 


the shipbuilding firm of Harland and 
Wolff, of Belfast. The association between 
the Belfast shipyard and the White Star 
Line has been maintained unbroken down 
to the present time. 


A TOURING CAR IN THE 
DESERT. 


CONQUEST OF THE SAHARA. 
PARIS, Saturday. 

Lieutenant de Kerviler, svho has accom- 
lished the extraordinary feat of crossing the 
Sahara in an Srdihary douring car, has given 
to the Aut the story of his journey. 
lieutenant’ de Kerviler had -already served 
forty-one months in the desert region. 
Anxious to prove that the route across the 
Sahara from north to south was accessible to 
the ordinary motorist, he obtained three 
vears’ leave, bought a secondhand 10 h.p. 
car, 1924 model, in a Cherbourg garage, and 
with no special equipment set out from Oran 
alone on July 1. 

At Mechena, 528 kilometres from Oran, he 
was filling up with petrol when he entered 
into Conversation with one of the garage 
mechanics. a young Parisian named Lalle- 
mand. . The mechanic was so impressed. by 
the plans of the explorer that he begged to 
be allewed to go with him. Lieutenant de 
Kerviler at first refused, bat the mechanic 
insisted, amd finally’ they ‘set ont “together 
from Mecheria the same day. When. they 
reached Adrar they were obliged to halt for 
a’ while on account of roving bands of raiders, 
They finally left Adrar on Aagust 17, travell- 
ng via Toulet and Reggou, the last southern 
Oasis, 

COMPASS OF LITTLE USE. 

They found the road to Wallen fairly easy 
to follow. In the desert a compass is of 
little use; desert..traevellers -fellow. the 
traces of former csravans; bones of 
men and camels, empty oil and petrol cans, 
and tracks which remain for years; the rocky 
soil preserves dhe traces, amd though these 
are sometimes covered by the sirocco, the 
same wind uncovers them again, so that an 
accustomed eye ean follow the good road. At 
one point. Lieutenant de Kervyiler lost the 
ancient tracks, and brought the car to a halt 
at the edge of a precipice. After having 
found the track again, the motorists made for 
Wallen, where there is a well, and where they 
found an abandoned bord} with cans of petrol 
walled up by the preceding caravan. They 
took 75 fitces aud a provision of water, for 
over the next six hundred kilometres to 
Tessalit there was not a single well, and the 
high temperature caused the water in the 
radiator to boil. Just before arriving at 
Tessalit they were faced with a difficult 
obstacle, a little mound of very friable sand, 
some 150 metres across. It took them several 
hours to get the car across, and they pushed 
planks under the wheels as they proceeded. 

THE END OF THE JOURNEY. 

From Tessalit onwards the way lay across 
scrub, where there were no traces of a road, 
and they were obliged to use a compass. 
They finally reached In Tassit, where tia. 
tenant de Kerviler’s camel corps was waitin 
for them. Their petrol was exhausted, ion 
the only way in which to obtain more. was 
by going on came] back to Bourem to fetch 
it. On Angust 51 they reached Bourem, going 
on through Niamey to Bamako, where their 
journey ended in sharp contrast to its begin- 
ning. The roads of the French Sudan are 
excellent for motor treffic. 

Thus Lieutenant de Eerviler covered 7.500 
kilometres in 25 days’ actual travelling. The 
only danger, he declares, is that of a complete 
breakdown ; bat two cars travelling tocether 
ought to be able to make the journey without 
the least risk. No special preparation,. he 


considers, is necessary.—{Reuter.)

The jury in the ''Stella Maris” case at | 
the Maidstone Assizes on Saturday found. 
that Alfonso Smith was not guilty of the 
murder or the manslaughter of John Adam 
Derham. 

Smith then pleaded guilty to a charge of 
earrying arms to endanger human life and 
was sentenced to twelve months’ imprison- 
ment with hard labour. 

In his summing up Mr. Justice Avory 
pointed out to the jury that there was no 
such thing as an unwritten law to be ad- 
ministered, and warned them that to 
administer any law but the law of this 
country would be to violate their oaths.

JUDGE’S SUMMING.-UP. 


Smith, who is 37 years of , was charged 
with shooting Derham, a well-known imter- 
viational hoekevy player at the house called 
** Stella Maris, ” Whitstable. Both men were 
educated at Eton and Cambridge. The case 
for the Crown was that Smith, inflamed by 
_jealousy, sent a telegram to Derham in the 
name of his wife, and trapped him into visit- 
ing “ Stella Maris.”

“ UNWRITTEN LAW” NO LAW. — 

“The law that you have to administer in 
this case is the law of this country, and not 
of any other, and, above all, not that which is 
erroneously called “ The Unwritten law.’ That 
is merely a name for no ae “ab, It is the 
name E:Yep _nropositiog that every man 
and oe i: a law unto hm or herself. 
It reverts to a state of barbarism. 

The Judge laid down the following con- 
ditions in which ft would be competent to 
reduce the crime of murder to manslaughter : 

(1) If there was any~act of assault or 
violence on the part of the deceased man ; 

(2) If prisoner was guilty of gross neglr- 
gence in the handling of the firearm, and that 
gross negligence caused death; 

(3) If the prisoner was using a loaded re- 
volver without any legal excuse, even though 
he had not actually. pulled the trigger with 
the intention of killing himself, but using it 
in any way with that intention in his mind, 
and it was accidentally discharged ; 

(4) 1f he had no intention of shooting either 
himself or anyone else, but was Merely re- 
moving. the revolver from his pocket with a 
view to placing it in safety, and the revolver 
was discharged in accident in the struggle 
for the possession of st. 

There is no dispute that the prisoner was 
very attached “to his wife and very jealous 
of Derham,”” the Judge continued. “‘ Whether 
he was justified in believing the worst about 
their relations is immaterial. ‘The prisoner 
himself admits he was vidlently jealous of 
Derham and hás association with his wife, and 
there is probably no motive more likely to 
cause a Man or woman to desire to do injury, 
than jealousy.” : 

: ALTERNATIVE VERDICTS. 

His lordship presented the following 
alternative verdicts — 

That. prisoner was guilty of murder in one 
of two aspects: (1) if he deliberately pulled, 
the trigger with intent to kill, (2) if he pulled 
the trigger with intent to kill himself and 
accidentally shot Derham. 

He was entitled to be acquitted altogether 
if the jury-aceepted bis story. that at the 
time he had no intention of shooting himself 
or anyone else and that the revolver went 
off accidentally when he was removing it 
from his pocket for convenience. He was 
entitled to a verdict of manslaughter in the 
following aspects: (1) if he was provoked by 
some act of assanit, (2) if he was merely 
guilty of gross negligence in aeeenne a fire- 
arm which he knew to be loaded, (ó) if he 
was using a revolver without lawful excuse, 
or, although he had not pulled the trigger 
but was withdrawing it from his pocket with 
the intention oí shooting himaelf, it was 
accidentally discharged. . 

“I have told you the law of this country 
as it must be applied,” Mr. Justice Avory 
concluded. “If you apply any other lew or 
notions of your own you are violating the 
oaths you have. taken.” 

e jury were absent for two hours and ten 
minutes, when they returned to court with a 
verdict of “Not Guilty,” and there was an 
outburst of hand-clapping and cheering in the 
court.

sold last: year, compared with 41,545,000 
gallons in 1914; a tax ten times greater 
than before the war has beef imposed, and 
yet. business profits are five times greater 
than in 1914. Nearly £200,000,000 a year is 
spent on beer in Great Britain and Northern 
ireland; and the average consumption of 
every adult is twenty gallons,

man’s pint of mild ale, costing fourpenuce 
{twopense pre-war), they made a profit of 
ene-tenth of a penny.

HUNGARIANS AND THE 

MONARCHY, 

The Monarchist movement in Hungary may 
be imactive at present, but it is by no means 
dead. The Neue Freie Presse gives an in- 
teresting account of the memorial celebration 
in Budapest on the tenth anniversary of the 
death oi Emperor Francis Joseph I 
The memorial procession was greeted at the 
church door with flags and music, and at the 
ceremony itself the Government was repre 
sented by many Ministers. The Archduke 
Joseph, Joseph Francis, Albrecht, the 
Archduchesses Isabella, Auguste, Gabriele, 
Anna Sophie and Magdalene were 
present. Iu the afternoon the death 
mask of the Emperor Francis Joseph 1. was 
presented to the National Museum. The mask 
lav on a velvet catafalque, surrounded by a 
silver wreath, the gift of Archduke Friedrich. 
Speaking of five years spent in the service 
of Francis Joseph, Dr. Horthy declared that 
from personal experience of the Emperor he 
could ‘‘ loudly proclaim that Francis Joseph 
was the kindest and most knightly of rulers 

and that his only ambition was the hap- 
piness of his ciuntry.”’ Cardinal Csernoc' 
declared Francis Joseph to be the monarch of 
peace and a martyr to his calling. 

At s meeting of the Legitimists, 
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Minister Gabriel Ucron said that the full re- 
cognition of Legitimacy and of the heir to the 
throne, Otto, was the only way in which 
Hungary could recover her former greatness.
